% is probable that the reason 
wi tthe light sentence was due to 
‘the fact that most of the bullion 
‘which had been taken by Hughes 
was turned over to the Smelting com- 
pany. The manager of the smelter 
was present in court this afternoon 
aad ‘strenuosusly opposed the pro- 
bation clause which had been pro- 
wided by the judge, claiming that 
he was not opposed to leniency, but 
affirmed that he did mot believe that 
Hughes should be allowed to go on 
probation. 

Hughes was arrested in San Fran- 
eisce hy Deputy Sheriff William 
Veale while trying to dispose of some 
96000 worth of bullion which he 
bad purloined from the smelter.
